T h e S ig n a l S e r v ic e d e p o r t. 


Tilt' Chief Signal Officer of the Army has 
recently submitted a very gratifying exhibit of 
the labors of his bureau during Hie past year. 
Thirteen new stations have been added, so 
that at lite present lime there are seventy- 
eight points of observation In the United 
States, eleven in Cunada, aud three in the 
West Indies, the latter being located at Ha­ 
vana, Kingston, and Santiago do Clitia.— 
Three oilier stations, on Hie islands of Porto 
Rico, Guadalupe and Barbadoes, will also 
holily be equipped. 
Some very excellent arrangements hare 
lieeu completed for securing to farmers and 
other*, in communities not reached Ivy tele­ 
graph, information 
us 
regards probable 
weather earlier than would be a Horded were 
the reports delayed by publication In newspa­ 
pers. 
The plan adopted lias boon to divide 
the territory of the United States iuto dis­ 
tricts, each district having a distributing 
point, ut or near the center, from which two 
printed copies of the synopsis and probabili­ 
ties sire forwarded by mail to ull post offices 
within tile districts, or which can tx* reached 
hr sail, steamer, or mail coach by I P. M. of 
the same day. The bulletins arc then con­ 
spicuously |H)St»xJ in Hie receiving offices, aud 
S.9S2 printed copies of the weather report are 
thus daily distributed to 1,491 post offices; 
and the plan tho* fur has worked admira­ 
bly. 
There are nineteen s|K'eial liver stations 
from which reports of the depth of wuter in 
the principal rivers of the United States an* 
daily made by telegraph, at particular sea- 
*ous during which danger from freshets may 
be anticipated. Twenty of the regular sta­ 
tions also furnish river re|K>rts, which are of 
great value as giving constant and accurate 
knowledge of the condition of channels, aud 
thus adding to the safety and convenience of 
our river commerce. 
For the purjiose of studying the phenomena 
of Hie upper portions of the atmosphere, sta­ 
tions have been established on Mount Wash­ 
ington, N. II., on Mount Mitchell, N. C., and 
quite recently a third one on the summit of 
Pike's Peak, at an elevation or 11,SIC feet 
above eea level. 
One of the most valuable additions to the 
system, which has been made during the past 
year, is the establishment of ii chain of life- 
j saving stations along the Atlantic coast. Sig- 
! nab visible for some distance at sea, serving 
lo warn vessels of pro! ta Ole bail weather, are 
! to lie displayed from points twenty-tlve miles 
apart from Handy Hook, to Cu|>c May, and it 
I is intended to continue the construction of 
suitable telegraphic communication along Hie 
dangerous coast of Virginia and North Caro­ 
lina. 
Without doubt, these points of older- 
! vation will be of great benefit. They will 
j serve as meteorological stations from which 
I information of the condition of tile weather 
I at the sea level can lie transmitted; as sites 
' for lighthouses and life twat deposits; as vi- 
dcites in time of war, to give warning of the 
approach of au enemy’s fleet; as a means of 
communication with vessels cruising along Hie 
coast; and as position.-, of display of caution­ 
ary signals, as already noted. 
With reference to international exchanges 
of meteorological information, General Myer 
refers to the proceedings of the recent Weath­ 
er Congress at Vienna. 
Tile proposition was 
adopted, by a unanimous vole of that body, 
that al least one uniform observation of such 
character as to lie suitable for the prepara­ 
tion of sjno|itic charts should lie taken, and 
recorded daily and simultaneously at as many 
stations as practicable throughout Hie world. 
It is also staled that arrangements have al­ 
ready been made with Prussia mid Turkey to 
commence, oil January, 1874, the exchange 
of one daily report, taken simultaneously thro'- 
out those countries and the United States; 
ami the cooperation of other nations iu the 
system is expected.—Scientific -I mer ira n.

carefully cured ami sold ut twenty-live cents 
a pound, and tile lard, being of the best quai-, 
Ity and flu*,or, is sold readily at twenty centi 
a pound. 
Here la proof that a farmer, dairy­ 
man. or pig proprietor may be 
educated 
and a gentleman and yet tie successful when 
lie goos to work himself aud applies bis intel- ' 
lect to his business. Just a* may bo a lawy er, a 
doctor, a preacher, or any other man.

fact, Hic more a farmer knows tin* latter far­ 
mer he is. or at least may lie if lie will.

T h e S ign al Service Itcp ort. 
The Chief Signal Officer of the Army lias 
recently submitted a very gratifying exhibit of 
the labors of his bureau during the past year. 
Thirteen new stations have been added, so 
that at the present lime there are seventy- 
eight points of observation in the United 
States, eleven in Canada, and three in the 
West Indies, the latter being located at Ha­ 
vana, Kingston, and Santiago do Cuba.— 
Three other stations, on the islands of Porto 
Rico, Guaduloupe and Barba does, will also 
shortly be equipped. 
Some very excellent arrangements have 
been completed for securing to farmers and 
others, in communities not reached by tele­ 
graph, information as regards probable 
weather earlier than would be aflorded were 
the reports delayed by publication in newspa­ 
pers. The plan adopted has been to divide 
the territory of the United States iuto dis­ 
tricts, each district having a distributing 
point, at or near the center, from which two 
printed copies of the synopsis and probabili­ 
ties are forwarded by mail to all post offices 
within the districts, or which can be reached 
by sail, steamer, or mail coach by 4 P. M. of 
the same day. The bulletins arc then con­ 
spicuously posted in the receiving offices, and 
8,982 printed copies of the weather report are 
thus daily distributed to 1,491 post offices; 
¡and the plan thus far has worked admira- 
i bly. 
There are nineteen special river stations 
! from which reports of the depth of water in 
; the principal rivers of the United States are 
¡ daily made by telegraph, at particular sea- 
j sons during which danger from freshets may 
I be anticipated. Twenty of the regular sta- 
I lions also furnish river reports, which are of 
great value as giving constant and accurate 
knowledge of the condition of channels, and 
thus adding to the safety and convenience of 
our river commerce. 
For the purpose of studying Hie pheuomena 
of the upper portions of the atmosphere, sta­ 
tions have been established on Mount Wash­ 
ington, N. H., on Mount Mitchell, N. C., and 
quite recently a third one on the summit of 
Pike’s Peak, at an elevation of 14,216 feet 
above sea level. 
One of the most valuable additions to the 
system, which has been made during the past 
year, is the establishment of a chain oí life- 
saving stations along the Atlantic coast. Sig­ 
nals visible for some distance at sea, serving 
to warn vessels or probable bad weather, are 
to be displayed from points twenty-live miles 
apart from Sandy Hook, to Cape May, and it 
is intended to continue the construction of 
suitable telegraphic communication along the 
dangerous coast of Virginia and North Caro­ 
lina. Without doubt, these points of obser­ 
vation will be of great benefit. They will 
serve as meteorological stations from which 
information of the condition of the weather 
at the sea level can be transmitted; as sites 
for lighthouses and life boat deposits; as vi- 
dettes in time of war, to give warning of the 
approach of an eucmy’s fleet; as a means of 
communication with vessels cruising along the 
coast; and as positions of display of caution­ 
ary signals, as already noted. 
With reference to international exchanges 
of meteorological information, General Myer 
refers to the proceedings of the recent Weath­ 
er Congress at Vienna. The proposition was 
adopted, by a unanimous vote of that body, 
that at least one uniform observation of such 
character as to be suitable for the prepara­ 
tion of synoptic charts should be taken, and 
recorded daily and simultaneously at as many 
stations as practicable throughout the world. 
It is also staled that arrangements have al­ 
ready been made with Prussia and Turkey to 
commence, ou January, 1874, Hie exchange 
of one daily report,taken simultaneously thro’- 
out those countries and the United Stales; 
aud the cooperation of other nations in the 
system is expected.—Scientific American. 


T h at C osily C ow . 
The recent sale at Utica, N. Y., of the 
Shorthorn cow, known as the 8th Duchess of 
Geneva, for $40,000, illustrates how nuich a 
dumb creature may be worth in an age when 
men anil womeu arc cheap as dirt. If mouey 
is a standard of value, and it seem3 to he 
granted that it is, then there are many politi­ 
cians with high heads and tine clothes, and 
very many handsome women wearing 
garments of light, who are worth far less, 
siuce they would not bring this amount of 
money for any purpose whatever. Indeed, a 
whole drasviug-rooni full of fashionable people, 
put up at auction, would not bring us mnch. 
All this shows the value of breeding for best 
points, aud the worthlessness of breeding with­ 
out regard to points. Mr. Ilainmond’s sheep, 
Gold Drop, under the hammer, was richly 
worth $10,000, not because it was a sheep, 
but because the best qualities in many ani­ 
máis had by care aud skill been gathered into 
one animal. So of the Duchess, she is a con­ 
centration of all that has been discovered val­ 
uable in the Shorthorn stock, and being accu­ 
mulated in her body, all these good qualities 
aro capable of being transmitted and repeat­ 
ed. These choice qualities are simply econ­ 
omic, for from a given amount of food more 
flesh and fat are produced than from any other 
animal. This is u low standard certainly.— 
That would be a high standard, if wc had a 
race of men which would be certain to pro­ 
duce most honor, most industry, most skill, 
most gentleness.—Dr. Cross.

A A ium m otli C heese. 
The Fainesville (O.) Telegraph describes a 
mammoth cheese which lately passed through 
that town on its way East. It was mounted 
on a substantial platform to which were at­ 
tached small cast iron wheels, so that It moved 
easily, and the platform in turn was mounted 
ou a heavy lumber wagon, drawn by two 
span of horses. The cheese was cased in a 
tight-fitting cheese box which was firmly se­ 
cured to the platform to prevent sliding. Its 
measurement is: Height, three feet two inches;

ference sixteen feet. Its net weight is four 
thousand and fifty pounds.

The professor step* forward, carrying a thick 
green m g probably ten feet square. 
Tho 
semi-circular stage was covered with a heavy 
Brussels carpet, and at tho back between the 
pillars were hung crimson curtains.

fessor said that lie had heard it alleged that 
lie had a confederate underneath Hie stage, 
and to show that this was not true ho spread 
the rug upon Hip carpet, after satisfying Hic 
spectators that It was uncut. 
An unpainted 
box, about 12 feet long and 17 inches deep 
and wide, was then carried upon the stage 
and put down in the center of tho rug.

had a turn-over lid, fastened at the back with 
three common iron hinges, and two stout iron 
hasps fitted to two staples driven into the 
front of Hie box. 
A few air-holes had been 
bored through the top and sides. 
Hie box 
had been put together with clinched nails, 
the ends being bound with sheet-iron. 
Three 
gentlemen from Hie audience stepped u|>oii 
the «tage at the professor'# request and hav­ 
ing given the box a thorough examination 
bound it round und round in expert fashion, 
tying ti multiplicity of curious knot* at every 
possible place. 
Even Hic rope-liandles were 
ma4e use of, and tao hasps, after being placed 
over Hip staples, were securely fastened by 
taking a turn through the latter. 
A narrow 
red ribbon was Heil rightly about the first knot 
and sealed w ith sealing-wax. 
A canvas cover 
in the shape of a Roman cross wa* placed 
uround tho box, and the committee bound 
tills around with another rope, qgaling the 
knot as in Hie other ease. 
The professor'.* 
assistant, a full-grown man, divested himself 
of his coat and waistcoat, und submitted to 
hare a long tight-fitting sack of thin muslin 
drawn over Iii.* head and body. 
Then, lying 
upon tim box on his back, ho drew in ins legs 
so as to enable the professor to get a good 
grip on the open end. 
One of tho committee 
tied this tightly with Iii* own handkerchief. 
and it was farther secured by unotbcr piece of 
ribbon, which was sealed. 
Three common 
screen# were then placed around Hic box, and 
the professor and his other assistant and the 
committee stepped aside. This was at 9:30 <*x- 
actly. Two minutes later a rapping was heard, 
the screens were removed, and the muslin 
sack was seen ly ing empty upon Hic box. All 
seals were unbroken. 
The committee undid 
the ropes und lifted Hie lid of the box, and the 
man who had been in the sack stepped out, 
looking none Hie worse, except for ti flushed 
face, of his close quarters. 
The professor had 
in vain offered $1,000 to any one who would 
take It oat without breaking the seal, cuffing 
tho material or ripping the seams.

There is always something sad about disap­ 
pointed ambition—ambition which has over- 
leapt toelf and now lies ‘‘like an adventurous 
bird that bath outtlown his strength upon the 
sea,” wrecked and lost. Thus, there is Irving. 
hungered aDd thirsted to be adjudged 
guilty of complicity with the Nathan murder. 
He comes from California to increase his 
chances of conviction and to denounce him­ 
self upon the scene of his crime. 
Now to be 
Convicted of burglary only! how crashing. 


It is some consolation, although it must be 
confessed rather slim considering the chances 
of success, to be told that there are hopes of 
Gov. Shepherd’s appointment being recon­ 
sidered and perhaps rejected. What a wretch­ 
ed, villainous apppointment it is, to be sure. 
The odor about Shepherd is less than that 
about Tweed only in density; In quality the 
two are counterparts, aud vet the President 
appoints Shepherd Governor of the District of 
Columbia! 
There clearly is no longer need 
of keeping up that wretched sham called a 
Committee of Reform of the Civil Service. 


The ge ius who proposed to keep the Erie 
Canal open through the winter by using steam 
pipes is wanted in London. 
The cable tells 
us th at city was yesterday so deeply envel­ 
oped in a fog that it was as dark as night and 
locomotion slow and hazardous. 
New York 
may be considered to have the same trouble 
in her streets, for the North and East Rivers 
are her broadest boulevards and sometimes 
most crowded sireets. 
She is in almost as 
much need of an eflectual dispeller of fogs a3 
London, and the m atter becomes an inter­ 
national question. 
One genius lias offered for 
a reasonable sum to give London absolute 
relief; let him aud the Erie Canal chap com­ 
bine their mental forces and there will un­ 
doubtedly be produced something that will 
make everything as clear as mud. 


The De la Salle Institute, a Catholic Associa­ 
tion of New York, is to debate the question, 
■ 
“Should young men euter politics?” The 
answer we would give depends upon what 
politics is considered to be. 
If the word sig­ 
nifies a knowledge of those sophistic theories 
and corrupt practices which have elicited the 
contempt of all true men, then there can bo 
but one reply to the question—no. 
But. if on 
the contrary the word politics is held to sig­ 
nify the study of what best promotes and con­ 
cerns the common need of natious the answer 
is—yes. 
If only the arrangement could be 
freed lrom all suspicion of partisanship noth­ 
ing could be better than the constant, univer­ 
sal and public tuition of politics in the 
schools. 
At least the elements of constitu­ 
tional law should be a part oí the curriculum 
of the general educational institutions of this 
nation, as they are now the specialty of law 
schools. 
We are ruled by the masses; and 
the point always before us should be, upon 
what impulse or basis shall these millions 
govern themselves and their superiors ? Igno- 
ance aud vice stand opposed to knowledge 
and virtue; and, unfortunately, the latter are 
too often in the majority when there occurs a 
crisis in aflairs. 
Yes, let the young men 
study politics and enter upon its practice— 
but not with the hope of money in their eyes. 


W liu lo v s . D o lp H iu . 
The question is agitating certain scientific 
circles in Europe whether after all it was a 
whale that swallowed Jonah. 
A schism from 
the old faith now makes the proposition that 
it was a dolphin, among whose hospitable 
intestines the prophet found accommodations 
for his three days' voyage. 
The exact reason 
for this scaly attem pt to rob the whale of 
whatever credit may properly belong to the 
feat of having given a cabin passage to Jonah 
does not clearly appear. 
There are, on the 
contrary, various facts which develop on a 
comparison of the two fishes which seem to 
militate against the dolphin theory. 
For ex­ 
ample, the dolphin averages only about five 
feet in length. 
Now unlessJonah was a short 
man he could not have been comfortable iu so 
straitened a position as the littleness of the 
dolphiu would have compelled him to assume. 
It is alleged, obversely, by the partisans of the 
new idea that Jonah rode upon the back of the 
dolphin. 
Not to dwell upon the evident disa­ 
greement between this assumption and the 
Bible story, there occurs to us the serious ob­ 
jection that Jonah might have been drowned 
in the operation. 
This whole thing must stop; 
we protest against these nefarious attempts to 
upset our traditions, especially when the world 
has more pressing work to do than fuss with 
amendments so weak as this. 


A l i e f r a i n . 
Those who hoard the Hampton Singers at 
Washington Hall on Monday night 
were 
probably impressed with the power of a re­ 
frain in mnsic as never before. 
The province 
of music is not to express ideas but to raise 
and elaborate emotions. 
Any attempt to con­ 
struct instrumental music to set forth con­ 
nected thought will fall, as such efforts always 
have, for the reason that each hearer will in­ 
terpret the sounds in his own way and in ac­ 
cordance with his peculiar mental and spiritu­ 
al constitution. 
Therefore, although as in the 
case of those singers the words were few and 
the ideas relatively nothing, the power of 
their strains is wonderful. 
Over and over, 
like a revolving wheel garnished with fiery 
symbols, goes the refrain of the song. 
Soon 
the hearer begins mentally to revolve with it 
until a strange enthusiasm and sympathy is 
engendered within him, which makes him, for 
the time at least, the passive subject of its 
weird impressiveness. 
Certain great and 
grave problems or queries are hinted at by 
th¡3 fact, which wo have no space to dis­ 
cuss here and now. 
One of which, however, 
might be this—is not the apparent unity of 
belier in some great ecclesiastical and po­ 
litical organizations a result more of perpetual 
iteration than of evidence or truth ? Let some 
deep thinker tell 113.

It has been our profound conviction that had 
it been passed as soon as the war closed it 
would have been one of the most valuable 
measures for the abatement of the rancor and 
ill-feeling produced by the strife that could 
have been adopted.

W e S ^ re veiY 
proud of the cosmopolitan c h a ra c te r* ^ our 
population, but it is questionable after a t!1 if 
we really comprehend the full extent to ~ ™ lcl1 
our nation is made up of people from 
countries. 
The Irish and Swedes, the 
mans and Italians, the Norwegians and th 
Chinese meet on our street? as citizens, and 
hardly a person stops to wonder at jvhat is 
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really a wonderful thing in itself. 
But it takes 
one of the occasional paragraphs that appear 
in our papers to give us a realizing sense to 
how largo an extent our own country is some­ 
body eUo’s. 
Here comes one from Iowa, 
where a Davenport paper has In sober earnest 
made the demand that German be made the 
official language of Iow a! 
The demand is of 
course based upon the fact that Germans are 
as thick in Iowa as croton-bugs in the metrop­ 
olis. 
In this connection it is well to drop the 
thought that Germans should not only not de­ 
mand that their language be made official in 
any state, but they should use the Americau 
language more than they do. 
Instead of talk­ 
ing German among themselves they should do 
so only when absolutely necessary, cultivating 
the tODgue in which the business and conver­ 
sation of the country they now consider their 
own are done. 
One language is necessary to 
the convenient transaction of business, and 
essential to that homogeneity of the people 
which the coalescing influences of our institu­ 
tions must produce. 


“ T h e S t o le n H onda.** 
The Journal of this date says that “ TI10 
Freeman admits that the evidence exists that 
$14,400 of the $25,000 of New Bonds alleged 
to have been lost or stolen were not negoti­ 
ated or sold.” The Freeman has not admitted 
any such thing, nor said anything that can 
even be tortured into such a meaning. 
We 
did say, however, that all but $14,400 had 
been traced before the Committee m et; and if 
we had used a little more diligence we would 
probably have traced the entire number. 
The 
$25,000 of bonds alleged to have been stolen 
are claimed to have beeu in one package, and 
if the bonds untraced are less than $25,000 in 
amount It destroys the theory that that pack­ 
age was stolen, unless anybody is prepared to 
assert that somebody stole the $25,000 pack­ 
age and afterwards returned the bonds to the 
safe to be regularly sold and entered. 
Wc are 
not prepared to make any such assertion, and 
if nobody else is the fact that $10,600 ($25,000 
less $14,400) have been traced is sufficient to 
utterly refute the theory that $25,000 were 
stolen. 
The facts show that upon each annual inter­ 
est day since Brodhead has been in default the 
coupons upon all the New Bonds (with the ex­ 
ception of the $39,300 unissued) were present­ 
ed and paid, except N03. 717, 718, 719, 720 of 
Series 14, for $7 each, making $28 in all for 
the year 1872, and Nos. 717, 718, 719, 720 of 
Series 14, No. 744 of Series 15, and No. 497 of 
Series 16, amounting to $70, for the year 1873. 
This shows that all the bonds were regularly 
on the market. 
As the Journal had asserted 
that the alleged non-presentation of the cou­ 
pons proved that the bonds were stolen, the 
undisputed fact that all the coupons save the 
trifling amount named were presented proves 
beyond a shadow of a doubt that the bonds 
never were stolen.

W ashin gton , Dec. 9.—Mr. RAMSEY'S bill 
to provide for transmission of correspondence 
by telegraph Is in all substantial particulars 
identical with the so-called Hubbard bill for 
connecting the telegraph with the postal ser­ 
vice, which has been introduced in precediug 
Congresses and fully published. 
Its main fea­ 
ture is an authorization for the Postmaster- 
General to contract with the proposed Hub­ 
bard Postal-Telegraph Company for transmit­ 
ting correspondence by telegraph as his agent. 
By Mr. INGALLS of Kansas, a bill to arm 
and equip the whole body of militia of the 
United States. 
It provides that $500,000 be 
appropriated annually for that purpose, all 
arms issued to the militia to be of the same 
pattern as adopted for the United States 
armv. 
HOUSE. 
The House debated the bill for the repeal of 
the back-bay law. 
Mr. COX of New York spoke 111 favor of re­ 
peal, but expressed his preference for tlie bill 
as presented by the minority of the commit­ 
tee. 
He spoke at length in defence against 
the attacks upon his action with reference to 
his back pay. 
A heated and very personal

Negley and Kendall opposed the re­ 
peal of the increase of salarj’, the latter saying 
that, while he had the utmost respect for the 
will of the people when fairly expressed, lie 
made a clear distinction between the popular 
will and popular clamor.

Mr. 1IALE gave notice that he would try to 
get a vote on the bill to-morrow, and the 
House adjourned.

—A bear recently defied a passenger train 
on the Detroit & Milwaukee road to single 
combat, bnt losing courage at tbe critical 
moment turned what tail he had and escaped. 
—The amount oí time that may be wasted 
on trifles cannot, perhaps, be realized under 
more exasperating circumstances than in a 
struggle with a greasy China door-knob. 
—This is the thrilling era of Presidential 
messages and departmental reports, of which 
the exchange editor takes advantage to send 
out his scissors to be ground. 
—The last thing received by the African 
race from their great benefactor, Charles 
Sumner, was a beautiful imported foot-rug, 
which was abstracted from his house by some 
of the colored serenaders, a few nights ago. 
—The Hon. Lyman Tremain has become a 
partner with the Hon. Henry E. Davis, in New 
York, in tho place of tlie Hon. Noah Davis, 
raised to tlie Bench. 
Ilis remarkable success 
in saving Stokes and convicting Tweed will 
be likely to secure for Mr. Tremain a very ex­ 
tensive and lucrative criminal practice. 
—The Treasurer of West Virginia indig­ 
nantly denies that tlie slate ¡3 bankrupt. 
The 
$1,500 borrowed from Senator Bishop lias not 
yet been expended. 
This will be gratifying 
news to about 150 state officeholders, who are 
waiting to be paid their annual salaries. 
—Miss Mowry, a half-breed of Bay City, 
Michigan, by a curious complication of mar­ 
riages and deaths, lias fallen heir to a proper­ 
ty at Pittsburg, Pa., worth about $2,000,000, 
and a suit is to be commenced soon to de­ 
prive her of her right, because her father and 
mother were married Indian fashion, and not 
United States fashion. 
—Tlie President’s chief hostler, William El­ 
rod, who lias been receiving $900 a year 
“and found,” recently voted hini3elf an in­ 
crease of salary to $1,200. 
Warned by the 
result of the November elections, the Presi­ 
dent vetoed the bill and engaged Nathaniel 
Carlin at $780 and “find himself.” 
—It would seem heartless to wish an old 
spinster of ninety-eight, and a Shaker at that, 
back again when she had once “shuffled off 
her mortal coil, ’’ but it was really provoking 
that Miss Lucy Landon Nowell, who was born 
on tlie memorable 4th of July, 1776, could not 
have held on to visit the centennary at Phila­ 
delphia, instead of departing this life at Al­ 
fred, Maine, last week. 
—Charles Bradlaugii says that in the begin­ 
ning of last Maj’, in Madrid, Castelar, in a 
conversation with him, and in the presence of 
a number of Spanish gentlemen, used the fol­ 
lowing language: 
‘ I am in favor of seeing 
the Cubans gain their independence; I am in 
favor of their establishing a republic; I sym­ 
pathize with them in their struggles, and am 
with them in everything but one tiling, and 
that is when they say ‘ Death to Spain,’ for I 
am a Spaniard.” 
—It is a matter of secondary importance 
certainly, but by no moans unimportaut, that 
a very considerable amount of money must 
have been lost on tlie Ville du Havre. In fact, 
the amount of circulating medium that finds 
its way out of practical oxistence by such 
catastrophes, must, in the course of time,have 
a very appreciable influence on the question 
of finances in general. 
It would be interest­ 
ing certainly, if it were practicable, to obtain 
the figures of lost money, in fires, shipwrecks, 
and by other accidental occurrences. 
—While Senator Hamlin was puffing a cigar 
in the Clerk's office of the Senate during the 
recess, he was reminded by a friend of the ex­ 
traordinary fact that never before in the histo­ 
ry of the country had been two former Vice- 
Presidents members of Congress at the same 
time. 
After cogitating for a moment he re­ 
marked that lie kr.ew ho had held that office, 
but who the other Vice-President was lie could 
not imagine. 
“ Alexander II. Stephens, of 
Georgia, late Vice-President of the Southern 
Confederacy,” was the answer of Mr. Hamlin’s 
friend. 
—A New York merchant, writing from Hon­ 
olulu, savs: “Two weck3 ago we had a ball at 
tlie palace of our King, Lutialilo I. 
no is our 
friend. 
When he was merely Crown Prince I 
loaned him two dollar»—‘only for a day,’ lie 
said. 
When I met him a year afterward I re­ 
minded him of the loan, but lie told me to 
wait till be should have become King, of which 
the prospects were then very slight. But now 
ho i3 a King, and I have silently made him a 
preseut of the two dollars.” Cheap friendship, 
considering lie is a Kiug. 
—A singular fact, and o:ie which seems un­ 
accountable, is the discovery that in a list of 
seven notorious New York anti Philadelphia 
thieve.3, furnished to Sheriff Kellogg of Berk­ 
shire county, Mass., while prosecuting his 
search for the Ford robbers, five are known to 
be ex-Shakers. 
What there is in the reaction 
from broad-brims, strict chastity and honest 
apple sauce, to result in the production of 
some of the most hardened rascals in the coun­ 
try, is a problem for which there seems to be 
no] solution. 
—A Denver journalist whose name, had lie 
lived at Jerusalem in the first century, would 
probably have appeared in the tiftli chapter of 
Acts instead of that of Ananias, has erected a 
model sensation. 
While a mother is washing 
her baby her daughter appears covered with 
blood and says that she lias cut off Johnny’s 
head. 
The mother asks “ Why?” “Because 
j’ou said you'd do it if lie took any preserves, 
and he took some.” The mother imprinted a 
knock of affection on her daughter's brow 
with a wash-board, killing her immediately, 
then dropped the baby into a tub of scalding 
water, then “ rushed from the house, a howl­ 
ing mauiac, uttering sliriek3 which filled” 
nearly two columns of the paper.

The Spaniards are a proud, peculiar race, and 
we cannot do any good for liberty in Cuba by 
hasty action. 
Their prejudices must be re­ 
spected; their interests must not be invaded; 
their traditions must bo remembered. 
Things 
are moving in the right way in Madrid. 
I 
know this, gentlemen. 
There is a new Spain, 
and you will both live to see a solid Spanish 
republic there if we can only restrain the poli­ 
ticians about Cuba. 
That pear is ripening, 
and will fall, as soon as tho dajs of the Kings 
are ended in Spain. 


—Almost as funny as Ihe Elmira nomina­ 
tions were before the election, is the attitude 
of a Liberal Republican in the House at Wash­ 
ington. 
Here is the drollery of The Indianap­ 
olis Journal about him: 
“ The ‘Liberal party ’ 
in the National House of Representatives will 
make no nominations for tlie various offices to 
bo filled to-daj’. 
There is only one of him— 
Geu. llenry Bonaparte Banning of the 2d Dis­ 
trict of Ohio. He has ‘ six organs ’—Tbe New 
York Tribune, Tbe Chicago Tribune, The 
Louisville Courier-Journa), The Cincinnati 
Commercial, The Springfield Republican, and 
The Ind'iaDapolis Sentinel. By their combined 
efforts daring the last campaign they succeed­ 
ed in electing this one Representative out of 
292. 
This is what The Sentinel atiuded to on 
Saturday, when speaking of tho necessity of 
‘the most constant to come together, and 
build up from modest beginnings the frame­ 
work of a final redemption.’ But, then, Ban­ 
ning is far from modest.” 


T h e Lato*t T riu m p h o f L eford om aln . 
“ Prof.” n ariz is executing “ a box-trick” 
before largo New York audiences that is it 
triumph of the necromancer's art and beats 
anything yet done by the spirit performers. 
We quote tho story of it from the Tribune: 
The professor steps forward, carrying a thick 
green rug probably ten feet square. 
The 
semi-circular stage was covered with a heavy 
Brussels carpet, and a t the back between the 
pillars were hung crimson curtains. 
The pro­ 
fessor said that he had heard it alleged Lliat 
lie had a confederate underneath the stage, 
and to show that this was not true he spread 
the rug upon the carpet, after satisfying the 
spectators that It was uncut. 
An unpainted 
box, about 12 feet long and 17 inches deep 
and wide, was then carried opon the stajre 
and put down in the center of the rug. 
It 
had a turn-over lid, fastened at the back with 
three common iron hinges, and two stoat iron 
hasps fitted to two staples driven into tlie 
front of the box. 
A few air-lioles had been 
bored through the top and sides. 
Tlie box 
had been put together with clinched nails, 
the ends being bound with sheet-iron. 
Three 
gentlemen from the audience stepped upon 
the stage at the professor’s request and hav­ 
ing given the box a thorough examination 
bound it round and round in expert fashion, 
tying a multiplicity of curious knots at every 
possible place. 
Even tiie ropc-handics were 
ma^c use of, and the hasps, after being placed 
over the staples, were securely fastened by 
taking a turn through tlie latter. 
A narrow- 
red ribbon was tied lightly about the first knot 
and sealed with sealing-wax. 
A canvas cover 
in the shape of a Roman cross was placed 
around the box, and the committee bound 
this around with another rope, p a lin g tlie 
knot as in the other case. 
The professor's 
assistant, a full-grown man, divested himself 
of his coat and waistcoat, and submitted to 
hare a long tight-fitting sack of thin muslin 
drawn over his head and body. 
Then, lying 
upon the box on his back, he drew in hiá leg3 
so as to enable the professor to get a good 
grip on the open end. 
One of tlie committee 
tied thi3 tightly with his own handkerchief, 
and it was further secured by another piece of 
ribbon, which was sealed. 
Three common 
screens were then placed around the box, and 
the professor and his other assistant and the 
committee stepped aside. This was at 9:30 ex­ 
actly. Two minutes latera rapping was heard, 
the screens were removed, and the muslin 
sack was seen lying empty upon the box. All 
seals were uubroken. 
The committee undid 
the ropes and lifted the lid of the box, and the 
man who had been in the sack stepped out, 
looking none tlie worse, except for a Unshed 
face, of his close quarters. 
The professor had 
in vain offered $1,000 to any one who would 
take it oat without breaking the seal, cutting 
the material or ripping the seams. 
Ho dis­ 
claims any spiritualistic aid. 
It is certainly 
a much nioro wonderful “illusion” than any 
which spiritualists have heretofore produced, 
and is far more difficult of performance, ap- 
parenly, than the cabinet trick of the Daven­ 
port Brothers. 


Singular Reticence. 
A recent letter from Boston to a Western 
paper makes the following reference to the 
mysterious assault upon a Boston merchant in 
his office by a young m an whose name the 
assailed man and his physician have since re­ 
fused to divulge to the Grand Jury: 
“ The 
would-be assassin turns out to be the son of a 
prominent State street merchant, and the vic­ 
tim a Devonshire street broker. 
All the news­ 
papers here, with a single exception, have 
studiously avoided giving the circumstances of 
the bloody affair ou account of ‘outside influ­ 
ence,’ owing to tlie high social position of all 
parties concerned. 
Tlie motives that led to 
the deed may be found in the pressing ne<d 
for money which is experienced by most reck­ 
less and dissolute young men. 
At this writing 
the name of tlie would-be murderer is unknown 
to the public, but is known to tiie police, who. 
strangely, have not yet laid the strong arm of 
the law upon him. 
Ilis father is rich, and the 
son not over twenty-one years old. Mr. Britton, 
the broker, on tlie day of the assault, drew 
•some money out of a bank with which to meet 
some pressing obligations, and was followed 
by tlie young man, who finally asked him for 
the loan of $30. The young man leit Mr. Brit­ 
ton's office, but soon returned and demanded 
some money. 
Upon being refused a second 
time lie knocked Mr. Britton down with a wa- 
ter-pitcher and beat him about the head until 
it was am ass of clotted blood, lie losing his 
consciousness when struck the first time. Tho 
scuffling and groans were heard by gentlemen 
in the adjacent offices, but upon attempting 
to enter the office they found the door locked 
and refused to burst open the door. 
It was 
finally decided to keep watch of the door until 
the arrival of a policeman. 
Meanwhile Mr. 
Britton was undergoing the attacks of a bot­ 
tle In tbe bands of the young man. and the 
groans grew fainter and fainter. 
Now, sup­ 
posing iiis victim dead, the reckless son of the 
wealthy merchant rifled the pockets of tlie bro­ 
ker, but found less than $100.

these people were surprised by the entrance 
to their dwelling of n man disguised with a 
black mask, aud who was of unusual bight. 
The intruder demanded what money there 
was in the house, and before any response 
could be made to tha demand tbo man in the 
black mask fired upon Mr. Wood, shooting 
him six times, two of the shots taking effect 
in bis face. 
The woman, Miss Wood, was 
also shot once, in the arm. 
The house was 
then ransacked by the ruffian, who afterward 
left; but whether he succeeded in securing 
any booty or not, our informant was unaware. 
After tho discover}’ of the shooting of the 
Woods, Dr. Townsend of Goshen was sum­ 
moned and dressed the wounds, pronouncing 
that of Miss Wood not at all dangerous, but 
those of her brother as likely to prove fatal. 
On Tuesday morning a man was arrested 
about a mile beyond Middletown, on the road 
toward Port Jervis, on suspicion of being the 
robber and assassin, and ho was brought lo 
Goshen aud couflued in the jail in that village; 
but the prevailing impression among the citi­ 
zens of the place was that the prisoner was 
not the guilty person. 
On Tuesday W'hon the train tor this city over 
the Wallkill Valley Railway left Goshen at 
11:05 A. M. Mr. Wood was still alive, and no 
further arrests of persons suspected of com­ 
mitting the crime of attempted murder and 
robbery had been made.

Court opened at. the usual hour 011 Tuesday 
morning and No. 27, Edward McKenzie vs. 
Morris Frank, was called and tried. 
The at­ 
torneys in the case are Bernard & Fiero for the 
plaintiff, Hon T. R. Westbrook of counsel for 
plaintiff". 
Van Ettcn & Clearwater for defend­ 
ant. 
The action is brought to recover some 
$200 damages claimed to have resulted from a 
collision between the wagons of the parties 
while riding from Wilbur to Eddyville on the 
11th day of November, 1871. 
The plaintiff", 
who is a physician and resides in Esopus, says 
he was driving aloug with his horse attached 
to a light skeleton wagon, and the defendant 
with a baker’s wagon cainc behind him at a 
rattling pace. 
The doctor saw a team coming 
toward him and slacked his speed. 
The de­ 
fendant came close to him and pulling along­ 
side undertook to go by, when the wagons 
came in collision, aud the result was the skele­ 
ton turned over, throwing ttio doctor on his 
abdomen in the mud. 
Plaintiff says l.e clung 
to his horse until lie wa3 dragged about thirty 
paces, until his boots were full of mud, his 
breeches were full of mud and his clothes 
ruiued, then was forced to let his horse go. 
The animal was afterwards stopped, but the 
doctor claims it3 value was much lesa than 
before the accident; that it had formed sev­ 
eral bad habits and was worth hardly any­ 
thing. 
The defendant claims tho doctor was 
negligent in stopping liis horse so suddenly, 
and furthermore claims the doctor might have 
held his horse after the upset if lie had been a 
littlo more particular. 
This case was tried iu 
Justice’s court and a verdict of some $150 
given to the plaintiff. The defendant appealed, 
when the case was tried at County court in 
1872, which resulted in a disagreement of the 
jury.

O U R F R E E P A R L I A M E N T . 


Mr. E d ito r:—I notice in your issue of to­ 
day a communication from *• Nineteenth Cen­ 
tury” in which he says that a rule of the Board 
ofEducation expressly provides against a form­ 
er rule that a teacher must report a scholar to 
the principal. 
I have some little acquaint­ 
ance with the teachers of our schools and I 
am informed that the following routine lias to 
be gone through with. 
If a scholar disobeys 
the teacher, a note must be written to t lie 
parents, stating the facts, and also that if the 
scholar does not obey her she will be suspend­ 
ed, then if the disobedience continues, the 
teacher must write to both parent and super­ 
intendent, saying that tiie scholar has been 
suspended. 
But alter all this has been gone 
through with, what good does it do? 
I know 
two cases where scholars were suspended, and 
one of them was reinstated the next day aud 
the other, two days alter. 
I ask “ Nineteenth 
Century” if ho considers that adequate pun­ 
ishment for impudent language to a teacher 
aud for refusing to do as required ? I venture 
to say that “ Nineteenth Century” never taught 
a public school, or I think he would see that 
children can not be made to mind when ihev 
know that they will not lie punished for do­ 
ing just as they please. 
Do these children 
wim require punishment care for being sus­ 
pended? 
Not at all. 
They like it. 
They 
do not want to go to school, and many of 
them will get suspended intentionally so that 
they need not go.f As to the discipline I would 
say that if “ Nineteenth Century” had lived for 
a while as near one of our public schools as I 
do, he probably would change his mind on 
that subject also. 
I have beard the scholars 
in the school yard using profane and obscene 
language in the presence of the lady teachers, 
and when reproved for it they would laugh us 
though they thought it a good joke. 
Does 
that speak very well for the improved disci­ 
pline '! 
I think that in justice to the teachers, 
if they are to be required to write so many 
notes, 
the 
Board 
of 
Education
